Hr. Chairman be Gentlemen, 

I have now the honour of presenting to you my Annusl Report 
on the vital etatistice and sanitary circumstances of the 
Di etriet. The Ministry of Health Have again issued instructions 
as to the information required to be given in these reports, 
and desire that thie year, it shall be a survey report giving 
more details about the District. 

The District is a detached portion of Yorsesterahire, 
aurrounded by parts of Warwickshire and Gloucestershire, and 
comprises the parishes of Shipaton~on-stour, Tidmington, Blockisy, 
Tredingten and Aldermineter. The total area ia 15,446 statue 
acres, of whioh 55 are inland waters. 

fhe sensus of 1921) wae 4,506, a decrease of 4045 from 1911. 
At the middie of 1925 the Registrar General estimates that the 
population was 4,286. 

The District is entirely an agricultural one. The chief 
centres of pepulatien are at Blockley, which is becoming 4 health 
resort during the summer months and at Shipston-on-Stour where 


the usual businesses, Gourta, ete. of a small country town are 


earried on. 
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Birth Rate 


Tne number of Births registered aw belonging to the 
District was 73, of which 37 were wales and 36 were females, 
and are equal to an Annuel Birth Rate of 17.0 per 1,000 of 
the population a» Gompared with 10.0 per 1,000 last year, and 
17.4 in 1923. Six of the births were. those of illegitimate 


children as against four last year. 


Death Rate 

The corrected number of deaths of "residents® was 66, of 
8 37 were males and 51 were females, and are equal to an 
Annual Death Rate of 10.0 per 1,000 of the population as 


against 14.2 per 1,000 last year, and 12.4 per 1,000 in 1923. 


Infant lox tality 


This year the number of deaths of Infants under a year old 
has been 7» 5 of them were males and 2 females, and equal to an 
infant Mortality of 104 saleulated per 1,000 births during the 
year. 

The gauses of these deaths were: 

Premature Birth 33 Influensa 13 Gastritis 2: and 
Whooping Cough 1. 

The average Infant Mortality during the last five years 


nas been about 70 per 1,000 births. 


Death Rate from 4ymotic Diseases 

There have been 4 deaths due to Wheeping Cough in 
different parte of the District. These are equal to a. 
Death Rate from 4ymotisc Diseases of 0.9 per 1,000 of the 


population. Last year there was no death due to Zymotis 


Di ease. 


The Causes of death were moutly degenerative diseases, 


the results of age. 38, or 56 per cent of the deaths were of 


persons over 65 years of age. Sixteen deaths were due to 


_ Arterio-Solerosis and Heart Diseases. Five to Cancer, 
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two to euicide and + frow violence. Une death was recorded 


from Pulmonary Tuberculosia. 


Scarlet Fever 


Six notifications of Searle Fever were received ia 
5 different families, and represent four different outbreaks 
of the disease. During Mey, one gase oosurred at Shipsten, 
which was nursed at home. Daring August one gase osourred . 
at Alderminster, which vas also nursed at home, the infection 
dei ng probably brought inte the District. in Hovember «@ 
Another and son, at Shipston acquired the disease, they were 
removed to the isolation Hospital. As also sere two patients 
rom different houses at Aldermnster, who developed the 
disease and were adwitted to the hospital on the last day of 


the year. 


Bageris vever 
At Shipston during August, a soldier on leave, 


developed Paratyphoid Fever (3), having probably asquired 
the infection before coming into this District. He Was 


nursed at home; no further cases of this disease ocaurred. 


Eneephalitig Lethargics 


One dase was reported from Aston Magna, 4 hamlet 
of Bleckley.. The patient recevered and no further case was 
aotified. '

Tuberculosis | 
At the beginning of the year, there were 11 cases 


of Pulmonary Tuberculosis and 6 of other forms of Tuberculosis 
on the register, during the yeur 5 cases and one case after

Summary of Nursing Arrangements 
Hospitals and other Institutions available for the 
District 

The Isolation Hospital is at Shipston and is in 
seonjunction with the Brailes and Campden Rural Districts 
and receives patients suffering from Scarlet Fever and re- 
quiring isolation from these Districts. There are also two 
huts which are kept in readiness to receive one or two 
gases of Small-pox in a few hours! notice. 

The Badger Hospital at Shipsten has got 10 beds 
available for general hospital treatment and else receives 
maternity cases from the surrounding Districts of srailes 
and Shipston. Already quite a aumber of people are 
availing themeelves of this asccomuodation. 

Patients from the Bleckley side of the District 
ge to the Moreton-in-Marsh Cottage Hospital, where maternity 

Gages are also taken in. Home nur ging is sarried out by a 
Voluntary Nursing Association at Blosckiey. 
There are no shild welfare centres nor day 
“nurseries in the District. 

Maternity cases are visited by the County 
Council Health visitor. )

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There ls no institutional provisions for unmarried 


mothers, illegitimate infants or homeless children ia the 


District exsept the Union Workhouse at Shipston~on-Steur.

Sanitary Admi alstratioa 

The only adeptive Act in force in tile District is the 
Public Health Amendment Act 1890, where 611 sestions applicable 
to rural districts nave been adopted. 

In the accompanying teble which has been prepared by the 
Sanitary inspector under Article 20 (16) of the General order 
1910, gives the details of nis work during the year. 

From 747 inspections and observations made 132 iaformal 
notices were sent and 105 mulsanoces have been abated and 17 were 
still outstanding at the end of the year. It has only been 
necessary to ae the Coumeii fer one formal notice during the 
year. 

Pour sauples of water were seat for Analysis, and ali 


were passed as satisfactory for domestic use. 


Slaughter Houses 


There are 5 slaughter houses in the District which 
have been registered and examined and are al) fairly well kept, 
and the conditions being semplied with. In only one instance 


has informal notice had to be sent for limewashing.

There are sow 33 on the Register, „mon have all 
been inspected, and 3 informal notices about limewashing 
have all been complied with. 

A sonsiderable quantity of milk is exported from the 
District, chiefly to London, through the Creameries- at 
Moreton~-in-Mar ah. 

The County Counsil carry out the Sale of Food 
and Drugs Act. 

All the 12 Bakehouses in the District have alee been 
examined. Une informal notice was sent and the nuisance 


nas been abated. 


Water Supplies 

Shipston-on-stour 

5 The new works at the spring at Ebrington have now 
been completed and a new uster Tixed there, and there now 
appears to be a plentiful supply of water at Shipston. Aa 
additional supply hes also been given to the village of 
Honington in the Brailes Rural bistrict. The hydrants and 
Sluice valves have been rewashered and repacked as many had 
got corroded during the years they have been in use. 

The usual corrosion of connections were found in several 
dases and have been repaired.

_ The Council have hed under consideration the scheme 

fer, a cistern with 4 reflux valve for keeping a supply of 
mae a at the highest point of the township and nave now 
aocepted a tender for the extension of the main and a tank 
to hold 5,000 gallons, I an sure when this is carried out, 
(there will be a Gonstant supply for these houses oa the 


. higher level; it will 418 be an sesiatance in case of fire.

The water rents have also been revised, but have not 
as yet come into force. By the new arrangements, easn 


property will be entitled to one water cleset free of extra 


gharge and the charge for bathe will be Feduced. Frou a 


sanitary point of view, this should be a benefit to the 
township, as it will encourage tne conversion of eld vault 


Glosets Late water closeta. 


At Paxford, 4 hamlet in Bleckley Parish, the water supply 
has worked without the introduction of roots inte the mains. 
It would still 1 think be an improveuwent if iron pipes were 


substituted throughout the system. 


At Draysot a another hnawlet im Sloskley parken, the water 
suppiy here ia the joint property ef the property owners in 
the village, and has been wtisefactery during the year. 

The rest of the District i# pracstisaliy 411 supplied by 


wells. 


Drainage & Sewers 


Shipstoa~pon-Stour 


The Council have engaged Mr. White, Civil Engineer, 
Qxford, who has prepared plans for the extension of the 
existing dewore and the Gonnestiag of the house drains to 
the new sewers and also the overhasling of the pumping 
machinery and filters at the outfall works. fenders have 


been accepted and the work is now being carried out. In 


several places where the oid sewers became broken they have 


been repaired.

Housing 


All the 28 new houses erected ander the Council 
Scheme have been in constant occupation during thse year. 


The Council have no further sches e before them at present, 


but r eally more houses are needed in the District, especially 


at Shipston~on-Stour, and 1 hope the matter will soon be 


Gonsidered by the Council. 
Several plans for the erection of houses have been 


passed for the subsidies from private individuals and four 


of these have actually been completed during the year. fwe 


other houses have been erected privately. 
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In the Appendix will be found the details of the 


number of defective houses dealt with during the year.
